It's been around since 1947 and has changed its name 
from Albion, but Camden County Airport is here to stay. 


When the New Jersey Department of Environmental 
Protection purchased Camden County Airport’s 
development rights in July, it preserved the airport and its 
surrounding open space. Wetland portions of the airport 
were purchased outright and will become part of Camden 
County's public park system. 


Camden County airport becomes the eighth privately 
owned public use airport that New Jersey has 
purchased to preserve its use as such. New Jersey, the 
only state to successfully purchase airport development 
rights, is a national model for the Federal Aviation 
Administration.

Robert J. Miller Airpark, Ocean City 
Airport reap benefits of new technologies 


NJDOT’s Division of Aeronautics recently oversaw 
non-destructive tests (NDT) on pavements at Robert J. 
Miller Airpark in Berkeley Township and at Ocean City 
Airport. The results were impressive. 


Does this mean the Division of Aeronautics will scrap 
traditional methods of airport construction? 


Not quite. By integrating the innovative NDT methods 
and conventional practices, the development and 
selection of long-term and cost-effective pavement 
rehabilitation strategies and designs for airports will be 
greatly facilitated. 


Advance Infrastructure Design, Inc. (AID), of Hightstown 
did the testing. Among the NDT techniques AID has 
performed are falling weight deflectometer (FWD) and 
ground penetrating radar (GPR) testing. 


Both airports reaped benefits from the tryouts. After 
NDT testing was done on Robert J. Miller Airpark’s 
taxiways and apron, the airport manager received 


specific recommendations for pavement formulated 
for individual sections. Before this test, airport 
management would have used one generic design for 
the entire pavement. 


NDT techniques at Ocean City Airport were applied 
to forensic investigations. Without digging any holes, 
engineers performed FWD and GPR tests to 
assess the condition of drainage _ pipes 
traversing the runway and taxiway and the soil 
surrounding the pipes. This enabled them to assess 
the known pipes and also uncover a few unknown 
buried pipes and manholes, useful information for 
future projects. 


Because the new techniques are fast and accurate, 
more comprehensive testing of the pavements is 
possible. Some pavement design recommendations 
can be more cost-effectively formulated for individual 
sections.

Trenton-Mercer Airport (TTN) marked its 75th Anniversary as Central 
New Jersey’s premier aviation facility on October 26. 


TTN is one of only three commercial airports in New Jersey. The 
others are Newark Liberty International and Atlantic City International 
airports. 


Situated off I-95, TTN has benefited from NJDOT’s Transportation Trust 
Fund investments because it is a critical link in the region’s  multi- 
modal transportation network. In turn, it has been an economic 
stimulator for both jobs and businesses. 


TTN ts home to more than two dozen tenants. It is aviation headquarters 
for a number of Fortune 500 companies, a commercial airline service, 
military and law enforcement agencies, a fixed base operator and 
corporate and private aircraft. 


Dedicated on October 26, 1929, the airport began as a lighted grass 
strip, one of a series of airports on the nation’s early airmail system. It 
has served as a transportation hub and testing facility for numerous 
commercial and governmental concerns, most notably in World War II 
when it was a production center and testing ground for the vaunted 
U.S. Navy Avenger. 


The 75th anniversary ceremonies featured the unveiling of a 
permanent historical display that highlights the key role that TTN has 
had in the development of aviation in America: the domestic airmail 
system, the modern parachute and the naval air warfare technologies.

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Fall into aviation courses at 
Mercer County Community College 


For those looking for a career in aviation, or looking to fine tune 
their piloting skills, Mercer County Community College 
(MCCC) may be the place for you. 


The West Windsor-based college specializes in training pilots. 
In addition, degree or certificate programs in aviation business 
management and customer relations are available to aviation 
industry workers and those interested in a career in aviation. 


Most students will transfer to a four-year college, such as 
Thomas A. Edison College, Embry-Riddle Aeronautical 
University or Southern Illinois University after they leave 
MCCC. Some programs are open to high school students. For 
example, Ocean County students in the Aviation and 
Aerospace Technology program at Ocean County Vocational 
Technical School can earn up to six MCCC credits while 
taking courses at their high schools. 


MCCC is also a participant in the NJSTARS (Student Tuition 
Assistance Reward Scholarship) program. Created this year 
by the Governor and the Legislature, NJSTARS is the first New 
Jersey program to guarantee that every student who performs 
at the top of his or her high school class will have access to a 
college education. For students graduating in the top 20 
percent of their class, New Jersey will make sure that their 
tuition at a community college is covered. This includes fees 
for flight training. 


The pilot behind all these 
programs is Joseph Blasenstein 
who has coordinated the MCCC 
| Aviation Technology program for 
20 years. He is a professor at the 
college and chief pilot of the 
Aviation Technology program, one 
of the first community college 
programs in the country to receive 
accreditation from the Council on 
Aviation Accreditation.

“Future pilots in the program receive sophisticated instruction 
on flight simulation training devices, said Blasenstein. “Flight 
training takes place at Mercer’s fixed base operation at Trenton 
Mercer Airport. The college has its own fleet of ten aircraft and 
staff of flight instructors. It provides flight instruction for private 
and commercial certificates and instrument ratings” 


Blasenstein, who recently received the Certified Flight 
Instructor (CFI) of the Year Award from the Philadelphia Flight

Standards Office of the 


Aviation 
Administration (FAA), is expanding the aviation curriculum at 
MCCC. He developed a course to train helicopter pilots to fly 
fixed wing, single engine airplanes in just one semester. The 
course debuted in September. 


District Federal 


Helicopter pilots can add the fixed wing designation to their 
resume in 70 flight hours and 30 hours of ground/classroom 
instruction. Upon completion of the course, pilots will have an 
instrument rating with commercial airplane privileges. Two 
years in development, the course is in response to a request 
by a group of helicopter pilots from the NJ National Guard. 
The training offered will draw on the pilot’s previous expertise 
to shorten the credentialing process. 


“We expect to see the cream of the crop seeking this 
certification” said Blasenstein. “These students will not be 
novices. Many have military training and 1,000-2,000 hours of 
helicopter flying under their belts. In addition, many have 
training in survival and communications, as well as 
considerable technical expertise” 


In addition to the NJ National Guard, this class will be open to 
helicopter pilots from state and county police departments in 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, and commercial pilots.
